Homes and Gardens magazine color-styled and painted this 
five-rroom modified Cape Cod house which was designed by 
Atlee B. and Robert M. Ayres of San Antonio, Texas. Every- 
thing needed for a family of four is on the one floor of this 
Five-Star home. The plans include a master bedroom, a boy’s 
bedroom, a girl’s bedroom, a bathroom with powder room, 
living room and dining alcove, a modern kitchen and a utility 
room. In planning for the best outside and inside paint colors, 
Sherwin-Williams SWP House Paint White and S-W Shingle 
Stain Dark Green were specified for the exterior. The interior 
walls and woodwork were finished with Kem-Tone, Kem-Glo 
and Enameloid. 

The exterior of this Cape Cod house was finished in tra- 
ditional white paint to provide an appearance of high quality 
and taste. Today, white paint on homes is not an extravagance. 
Better grades of house paint now are self-washing and stand 
up exceptionally well. In fact, Sherwin-Williams SWP House 
Paint, specified for this home is said to give an extra year of 
beauty over prewar good grades of paint as a result of new 
formulation.

modification of the basic Cape Cod cottage, this four- 
room house demonstrates architect Wills’s belief that 
the different components of a house should be in graceful 
proportion to each other and the house as a whole in scale 
with the dimensions of the human figure. Following this 
theory, Wills’s houses usually have very low ceilings and 
doorways, small, narrow dormers and big chimneys. His 
designs show skill in thinking up gadgets and tricks for the 
interiors that will save space and money. He tries to build 
as much practicality into his houses as possible, but never 
at the sacrifice of fireplaces, beamed ceilings or paneled 
walls. which make the home unusual. 
Wills believes that color is important in setting the tone 


of the home so that it harmonizes with the surroundings. 
For the HOME DECORATOR house, Wills has color-styled 
it in vivid combinations of yellow, gray, green and white. 
He used S-W Shingle Stain in Silver Gray for the wide 
expanse of shingled roof. This neutral background gave him 
the opportunity of splashing clear, brilliant SWP House Paint 
colors on the clapboard sidings, front door and _ shutters. 
The sidings and door were painted with SWP House Paint 
in a cheerful Berkeley Yellow. Contrast was obtained by 
painting the shutters in SWP Willow Green with SWP

New wood floors, on the other hand, 
should first be given a coat or two of 
lustrous, durable Sherwin-Williams 
Mar-Not Varnish as described later 
on. Any linoleum new or old, may 
be waxed with no prior preparation 
other than a thorough cleaning. 

On new or old printed linoleum (but 
not the inlaid type) a coat of Lin-X 
Clear Gloss applied first will give you 
an ideal, long wearing base for subse- 
quent periodic waxing. It’s easy to 
apply, brings out the full beauty of 
printed linoleum colors, and is highly 
resistant to such hazards as boiling 
water, fruit acids, alcohol and hot 
grease. Over Lin-X Clear Gloss, S-W 
Self-Polishing Wax applied frequently 
will keep your linoleum floors always 
looking well, always easy to clean. 

There’s no trick to finishing a wood 
floor with S-W Mar-Not Varnish be- 
cause Mar-Not flows on easily and 
smoothly, levels out to an even pro- 
tective film that rids itself of all ob- 
jectionable brush marks. And with 
Mar-Not you have a choice of gloss or 
satin finish. In the gloss finish, Mar- 
Not makes your floors gleam with a 
hard, mirror-like brilliance that sheds 
moisture, dirt and daily wear and 
tear. In the satin finish (more com- 
monly used on furniture) Mar-Not

If your wood floors are not new and 
in need of refinishing a very slight 
amount of preparation is essential. 
First of all, floors that are to be re- 
finished with Mar-Not must be clean 
and free from dirt, grease and wax. 
Never try to varnish over any surface 
that has wax remaining on it; the 
varnish will not dry. So to remove 
old wax, clean the floor with a rag 
dipped in turpentine, making sure 
none of the wax remains when you 
are finished. If no wax was previously 
applied to’the floor, a simple washing 
with soap and water followed by 
rinsing and drying will do the trick. 

But maybe your floors are badly 
discolored, or badly worn in spots, 
then try S-W Flo-Lac in one of its six 
natural wood shades—it’s the easy 
way to stain and varnish at one and 
the same time.

Walls should be free from dirt, 
grease, grime. Wash and dry well. 
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4 Surfaces with high gloss should 
be sanded to dull the finish and 
provide a better adhesion for 
paint. A simple way to cut gloss 
is to wipe with S-W Preparite. 





7 The greatest single source of 
grief in painting is caused by im- 
proper stirring of paint. Use a 
clean wooden paddle. Stir from 
bottom for uniform consistency. 





2 It pays to take time to prepare 
a surface for painting. If prim- 
ing is necessary, it should be done 
first then cracks and _ nailholes 
should be filled with oil putty. 





5 One coat of paint with a good 
brush is better than two with a 
cheap, stubby one. Use 4-inch 
for large areas, 2-inch for fur- 
niture, 11-inch for small work. 


8 Stir thoroughly and in all cases 
follow directions on label before 
you start thinning paint. Most 
Sherwin-Williams Paints come 
ready to use without thinning. 


3 Cracks in plaster walls must be 
cleaned out and filled with Spack- 
le or Plastic Patch before paint- 
ing. Seal with S-W Wall Primer 
and Sealer when patches are dry.

6 Spread plenty of newspapers or 
old cloths around before you start 
to paint. Save hours of needless 
work on spattered furniture, walls 
and floors by proper preparation. 





9 Don’t throwout left-over paint. 
It may be just enough for a touch- 
up job later on. Save by pouring 
a layer of turpentine or Exolvent 
over surface. Seal can tightly. 
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dj hes A SECOND before you take the lid off that 
can of Sherwin-Williams Paint. Junior isn’t 
going to boast to the gang about his new room 
nor will the bridge girls envy the spanking new 
appearance of the living room, if the paint 
starts to peel or show streaks.

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19 Old paint can be reclaimed if 
it forms a rubbery skin during 
storage. Cut out skin and thin 
remaining paint slightly. Strain 
through a piece of cheesecloth. 





11 The amateur painter often 
overlooks the use of the proper 
Undercoater, the foundation coat 
that means a finer finish. Special 
types are used for various surfaces. 





12 Unpainted plaster and wall- 
board as well as porus insulating 
wallboards should be sealed with 
S-W Wall Primerand Sealer which 
fills and seals pores. 





13 Handling the brush is all-im- 
portant in doing a good paint job 
Don’t overload the brush or dip 
it more than 14 its length in the 
paint can. Use clean brush always. 


14 Use brush scant-full, with a 
free swinging stroke, from side to 
side, when using SWP House 
Paint. A thick coat will dry on 
surface, remain wet underneath. 


15 Use plenty of paint on brush 
when painting with S-W Semi- 
Lustre or Enameloid. Spread 
each brushful, leveling the finish 
with light strokes of brush tip. 





16 S-W Mar-Not varnish should 
be brushed three ways on wide 
surfaces. First, longway of grain 
with- full brush, then crosswise 
and ‘then lengthwise again. 


17 Use a cardboard shield when 
painting floors. Hold it against 
the wall with free hand to protect 
the lower wall and baseboard. Be 
sure to grasp the shield firmly. 


18 Ventilation helps to dry paint 
so open windows in clear dry 
weather, after using -Kem-Tone 
or other wall paints. Make sure 
dust and dirt can’t blow in.

Store in a tightly 
closed metal container or sub- 
merge in a pail of water if the job 
is not finished the first day.

Paint 
spatters must be removed within 
a few hours before they are dry.

Starting from almost nothing, 
old castoffs from attic or junk shop 
or the second-hand furniture store, 
you can work this home-furnishing 
magic all by yourself.

The cheery, hospi- 
table terrace furniture was made from 
odds and ends restyled under the direc- 
tion of Betty Woods, decorating con- 
sultant of the Sherwin-Williams Com- 
pany. It’s difficult to believe that such 
pleasant recreation pieces were devel- 
oped entirely from the unsightly objects 
shown in the “before” pictures, Miss 
Wood says the job was quite simple and 
that you can easily duplicate it your- 
self with little effort. 

The geranium pot was made from an 
old pickle bucket. Three holes, about the 
size of a quarter, were bored in the bot- 
tom for drainage. The pail was then 
sanded smooth and a coat of S-W 
Flat-Rite Undercoater brushed on, 
After this dried

thoroughly, S-W Enameloid Killarney 
Green was applied. A two-inch brush was 
used on this and all basic painting on 
the other pieces. A final decorative touch 
was added by painting a white ribbon 
and bow on the bucket after it had 
dried. This can be done free-hand. 
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The geranium pot in use adds a decorative 
and colorful note. It had a first coat of S-W 
Flat-Rite Undercoater and after it was dry 
Enameloid Killarney Green was applied. 


The battered old hat rack was made into two 
new pieces — the dart board and garden chair. 
First, the top part was sawed off. The mirror 
was removed and linoleum put in its place. 


The terrace chair and dart board were 
made from the battered old hall rack. 
The top part, beginning just below the 
bottom of the mirror, was sawed off. 
The mirror was set aside for another 


project, and a piece of linoleum cut to 


fit the opening in the frame. This was 
given two coats of Enameloid White and 
allowed to dry, and then the dart-game 
target was painted on in concentric cir- 
cles of red, black, blue and green. 
After careful sanding of the whole piece, 
it was given a coat of Flat-Rite and 
Enameloid Flame Red. Like the other 
pieces, the chair was sanded to insure 
a smooth surface, highly important in 
any paint job. Then the two-coat job 
was done, first S-W Flat-Rite and then 


This old express wagon made the tea cart. A 
piece of plywood was cut to fit the top of the 
wagon, with holes the right size for glasses, 
the beverage pitcher and the snack dishes. 





The garden chair was sanded to insure a 
smooth surface, highly important in any paint 
job. Then a coat of S-W Flat-Rite was applied 
followed by Enameloid Sunny Yellow. 


Enameloid Killarney Green. Final trim 
was made by outlining the back and 
drawer with simple narrow lines of 
Enameloid White. 

The tea cart was made from an old 
express wagon. First, a piece of plywood 


was cut to fit the top of the wagon, with 
holes of appropriate size for glasses, 
pitcher and snack dishes sawed out. This 
top was painted in shiny white Enamel- 
oid over an undercoat of Flat-Rite. The 
outside edges of the cut-outs and border 
of entire top were outlined in Enameloid 
Flame Red. After several battered holes 
in the wagon body were sealed with 
Plastic Patch, it was painted in Enamel- 
oid Flame Red as well as the wheels. 


Last of all, the plywood top was screwed 





The plywood was painted with Enameloid 
White over an undercoat of Flat-Rite. The out- 
side edges of the cut-outs and the border of 
top were outlined in Enameloid Flame Red.

Before planting, make sure that 
the soil has been properly prepared. 
In most areas it is necessary to use 
fertilizer — organic or commercial. 
If the soil is too sandy, mix in some 
organic matter (compost, peat moss 
or manure) and if it contains too 
much clay, work in organic matter 
and sand. It is best to plow or spade 
in the Fall and leave the ground 
rough to gather moisture over the 
winter, Residue from previous plant- 
ings should be removed or burned, 
particularly if the previous plant- 
ing has been diseased. Otherwise, 
the insect pests may harbor on the 
dead plants and lay their eggs in 
the roots and be back again to pester 
you in the Spring. 





Mexican Bean Beetles are sim- 
ilar to ladybugs, but larger. 
They eat only bean leaves. 


The old adage, “an ounce of pre- 
vention is worth a pound of eure,” 
was never more applicable than for 
keeping gardens free from pests and 
blights. The best practice to follow 
in treating flowers and vegetables 
for insect and disease control is to 
do so on a preventive basis—before 
the damage occurs. 

Preventive treatment for garden 
pest control means beginning early 
and applying regularly a well- 
balanced insecticide and fungicide 
mixture. This makes it possible to 
protect plants from nearly all dis- 


eases and insects that normally af- 
fect them. This is particularly 
important in obtaining maximum 
control of plant diseases for they 
are extremely difficult to fight once 
they have been established. In the 
case of insects, the preventive treat- 
ment naturally affords the greatest 
degree of control all summer long. 
Here are some helpful hints on 
control of insects and diseases which 
damage some of the more common 
varieties of plants found in home 
flower and vegetable gardens. 


ROSES: 


The most common disease is Black 





One dusting with Bug Blaster 
or Roto-Dust is usually 
enough to make this bug quit. 


Spot. Round, black spots appear on 
plant leaves. Later they may drop 
out. Aphids or plant lice that cluster 
on roots, stems, and underside of 
leaves, are also common. Both can

The color photographs 
show how many buildings of different, 
shapes and sizes may be pulled to- 
gether into one pleasing unit through 
color-styling. Hundreds of farmers 
are now adopting this scheme of using 
the same basic color throughout the 
farm. Many have carried the farm- 
house white or gray into outside 
styling of the barn and service build- 
ings. Accent colors such as gray, 
white, yellow or green have been used 
for trim to make a basic color scheme 
more interesting. Red, green, blue, 
yellow, and brown have been em- 
ployed for a similar purpose to break 
any monotony that might result from 
having the farm done in all-white. 
Roof colors have been achieved 
through the use of colored roofings or 
shingle stains. While the general ap- 
pearance of the farm comes from the 
buildings taken as a group, the place 
to begin planning an over-all paint- 
styling scheme is the house. 

One practical method comes in for 
special consideration in color treat- 
ment of service buildings. That is 
painting a band of solid color in a 
dark tone around the bottom of the 
barn and other buildings as shown in 
the illustrations on page 30. It pro- 
vides contrast, but the best argument 
for bands is that the lower sections of 
outside walls show signs of paint 
failure sooner than other places. 
When painted in a color different 
from the general surface area, these 
worn places can be re-painted easily 
without having to do all the buildings.

And now that you have learned how 
to get rid of the enemies in your gar- 
den, we might say that the beginner’s 
vegetable garden is essentially little 
different from that of the old-timer 
or experienced farmer. They are both 
annoyed by the same pests, but the 
old-timer has had more experience in 
getting rid of them as he has had in 
planning for the vegetable plot. The 
beginner can catch up by planning 
his garden on paper. The chart on the 
right may seem a bit ambitious but it 
can be modified to fit any space that 
is available. This plan should provide 
a family of five with fresh produce all 
season as well as supplies for canning 
and winter storage. The new gardener 
usually has a conflict in his mind be- 
tween the indisputable satisfaction of 
cooking and eating garden-fresh vege- 
tables and the wear and tear of con- 
quering the pests that invade most 
gardens. That conflict need not exist 
if you read carefully the foregoing 
paragraphs about the wonders that 
Bug Blaster will do, for it is a sure, 
easy way to get rid of garden pests. 


The Glamour of Gardening 





Twelve hours a week at planting 
time should be sufficient for the care 
of this garden if you have a wheel 
cultivator and attachments. Seven 
hours a week should be enough later 
on. Don’t plant seeds of the same va- 
riety at one time if you want an all- 
season supply. As suggested on the 
chart, make successive plantings, 
about ten days apart. It is possible, | 
however, if you want to get the plant- 
ing done all at one time, to plant 
varieties of the same vegetable which 
have different maturing dates. 


You will note on the chart that the 
rows are far enough apart to be culti- 
vated easily, but close enough for 
maximum production. The chart gets 
your garden off to a good start by sug- 
gesting early-maturing vegetables like 
lettuce, peas, turnip greens, spinach 
and beet greens to be followed by other 
crops in the same rows such as sweet 
corn, tomatoes and cabbage. 


To prepare the soil properly, as 
suggested earlier, and to care for a 
garden this size, you will need aside 
from the wheel cultivator, a spade or 
spading fork, a hoe, a rake, a garden 
line or some way of measuring as well 
as keeping the rows in a straight line. 
And, of course, asupply of Bug Blaster 
to save the headaches of gardening. 
Four stout stakes should be used tor 
corner markers on the vegetable pilot. - 
You will need, too, a supply of garden 
labels for the rows. Most people just 
stick the seed package in the earth or 
over astake at the end of the row, but 
these too often blow away or become 
obliterated by rain.
